Consul G-oodnow Reports Safety of the Legations, Austrain Min- 


' ister Alone was Wounded, But Only Slightly, Fifteenth 


Infantry Arrives to Go to Front at Once 


Tokio, Aug. 17—General Yamaghohi wires from 


Pekin under date of the 16th: 


Allies attacked Pekin early yesterday morning, 


opening with artillery on the eastern side. 


The wall was obstinately held b> the-enemy. 


Japanese and [ Russians were on north side of Tung 
Chow canal, Americans and British on south side. 


At nightfall the Japanese blew up two eastern 


gates of Tartar city and entered. 


Meanwhile Americans and 
British 
entered 


Chinese city by Tung Pien gates. 


Detachments of each force were sent towards 


legations. 
The parties met near legations 
and 


opened communication. 


All ministers and staffs were found safe. 
Japanese loss was over 100 killed, including 


three officers. 
Losses of allies cannot be ascer- 


tained. Four hundred Chinese were killed. 


Washington, Aug. 18—Consul Goodnbw con- 


firms the capture of Pekin and the safety of the le- 
gationers. 


Brigadier General Barry cables the arrival of 


the Indiana at TaKu Aug. 16. All were well on 
board. 


The Fifteenth infantry landed and will go to the 


front. 


Washington, August 18—Official confirmations continued to p'our in today 
that the allied armies had taken Pekinl and that the legationers were safe. 


These dispatches, together with those of last night from Remey and Fowler, 


dissipated the slightest vestige of doubt as to the arrival at Pekin and the 
safety of the legations, but there is still the greatest eagerness among 'offi- 
cials for details of the momentous event. 


The Barry dispatch spoke of Pekin as beinlg "taken," which to a man of 


military training clearly meant that it was not without a struggle. This tal- 
lied with the Japanese admiral's statement of fierce resistance and a con- 
siderable number of casualities among the Japanese attacking party. 


Admiral Remey also used the expressi'orf Pekin "Captured." It is therefore 


accepted among the officials that an engagement occurred in the shadow of 


the great walls of Pekin. 


The Chinese minister feeling that the crisis, was relieved took a days' out- 


ing at Chesapeake beach today. Up to the time of his departure he had re- 
ceived nothing confirming or otherwise concerning the situation at Pekin, 
but he accepted the announcement from other sources as complete. 


With the allied armies at Fekin and the legationers rescued it can be 


stated that the American, administrat ion considers that one «f it most es- 
sential purposes has been accomplished, and it remains now to carry out, 


with unswerving fidelity, the purposes already clearly defined by this gov- 
ernment on July 3. 


It is stated that there can be no im mediate -withdrawal of! tirooqa, and 


those now on the way will probably relieve the troops which have been, 
operating in China, at least to the extent of giving them an opportunity to 
resit and remunerate. 


Fresh forces will gnard the line of communication between Pekin and the 


sea coast. 


London, August 18—The Dally Telegraph prints this special from Shang- 


hai: 


The allies entered Pekin unopposed. Tney met a friendly greeting- from 


Prince Ching. All hostile elements had already escaped from the city. Tha 
imperial court left for Shen Si the llth with the Manchus. Kausni troops 
have gone southwest, the object beingto draw off the allies and prevent fol- 
lowing UD the courts. 


St. Petersburg, August 18—General Alexieff cabTes from Port Arthur: 
"General Fleischer, with force and all arms, captured Hai Cheng twelfth, 


after three days of fighting. Chinese lost 400 men and four euns. Five hun- 


dred Chinese retreated with eight guns. 


Vienna, August 18—The Austrian foreign office has i«celved a dispatch 


announcing that the Austrian acting minister at pekin, Dr. Von R'osthorn, 
was sligritly wounded. 


London, August 18—Ix>ndon heard the news at last today from fis own 


official sources. Admiral Bruce cables: "Pekin captured 15th. Legations 
safe. 


London, August 38—While watting tho details of the taking of Pekin the 


papers here again comment oni the superior official intelligence received by the 
authorities at Washington. The St. Jamoa Gazette says: The relief of the 
legations- may now be accepted without reservation." 


The Westminister Gazette attributes the celerity of American reports to 
the fact that the Americans arc erecting field wires anU have a staff officer 
assigned for the express* p-irpose of sending news.

The 
following party started from the mis- 
sion in Bonan: Mr. and. Mrs. McKenzis 
and child, Mr. and Mrs. J. Goforth and 
four children, J. Griffith, T. C. Wood, 
Miss M, J. Mclntosh, Miss Dr. J. J. 
Dow, Miss A. Pike, and Dr. and Mrs, 
P. W. Leslie and myself. 


About the tenth day of our journey 


we were suddenly attacked by 200 or 
300 yelling- Chinese robbers. Among- us 
five men there were onily three revol- 
vers. We fought like demons to pro- 
tect the -women, and children. Several 
Cl\nese were killed and several wound- 
ed before 'our weapons- were knocked 
out of our hands by stones and sword 
cuts. 


"Most fortunately 
for 
our hard 


pressed party, just as things were be- 
ginning to look hopeless for us1, some 
Chinese p'ounced upon our valuables. 
They fell to fighting among themselves 
and robbed us of everything we had. 


"I have 15 wounds as a result of my 


encounter with the Chinese. Fortu- 
nately my wife received 'only a fevi 
slight bruises1. The other ladies also 
escaped without injury."

The plan! was for each 
to proceed alone to Washington, where 
they were to- surrounded the president, 
and strike individual blows at 
the 


samg time, pistols and knives being 
used. One of the number was certain 
to be successful. The auction of es- 
cape was not considered. Ths men 
were willing to sacrifice their lives. 


The two men, Moresca and 
Guido, 


were arrested last Thursday as they 
\iere leaving- the steamer, the officers 
who arrested them acting- under secret 
orders from Washington!. Every pre- 
caution was taken to keep the matter 
secret, and until last night no word 
leaked! out of the possible cause of their 
arrest. Both men worked on the vessel 
during the passag-e. 


•I is said that the secret service 


agents expf-c^ed at least four mer,, all 
of whom were said to have been con- 
cerned in a plot against the life of the 
president of the United States. The 
Kaiser Wilhelm II. was the vessel an 
which it was believed that several an- 
archists sailed shortly before the as-

Bresci, the Paterson 
anarchist. 
It 


may have been that the vessel on her 
return trip brought anarchists, who 
were anxious to put some of theirprm- 
cipleg in practice in the United States. 


At the time of the assassination of 


the Italian kings and for days there- 
after, it was known that extraordin- 
ary precautions were taken to protect 
the president, although the officials 
concerned professed to have no know- 
ledge of tlie matter. 


It was learned that the secret ser- 


vic agents made a thorough search of 
the vessel before a single passenger 
was permitted to land.

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THE RELIEF OF PEKIN IS CONFIRMED 


Official Confidence in Early Dispatches Rewarded by Cable Prom 


Eemey Confirming News, Plans For Provision For Native 


Christians, Speculation as to Future Moves of Powers 


' Washington, Aug. IS.—Official confirm- 
ation of the fall of the Chinese capital 
came to the United States government 
last night in the .-Jiape of two cable- 
grams, one from Admiral Remsy and 
the other from Consul Fowler at Che- 
loo. 
The cablegram from 
Adimlral 


Bemey came to hand first, early in the 
evening, followed very soon after by 
that from Consul Fowler, and the of- 
ficials, realizing the great public Interest 
In the events which it was believed had 
happened In Pekin, at once made them 
public. 


Admiral Remey'e dispatch Is aa fol- 


lows:

Previous Information which has been 


received here showed that the allied 
armies took possession of Tung Chow 
on the 12th. instant. From that city to 
S>ekin the distance is not vsry great, not 
more than a. dosen miles. It is evident, 
therefore, that the armies halted for a 
time at Tung Chow, probably for the 
purpose of giving the wen a rest, and to 
prepare for the attack on the capital 
city in force, after waiting until the 
rear of the advancing hosts should ar- 
tSve at the front. 
Possibly, also, the 


flelay was the result of negotiations 
Inaugurated by the Chinese 
officials 


looking to the delivery of the ministers 
•with a Chinese or other escort. 
If ne- 


gotiations were attempted they must 
have failed, as the army continued on its 
march, and attacked the capital three 
days after reaching Tung Chow. 


The officials here were aware of the 


tact that the stronghold of the Boxers 
was in the Chinese city, and for the al- 
lies to attempt to force their way through 
It into the Tartar city, in which the 
legation compounds are located, mig-ht 
mean a great loss of life and possibly a 
defeat. 
It was also known that many 


of the imperial troops which have sided 
•with the Boxers were in or near the 
Chinese city, and that much of the ar- 
tillery and rifle fire which has been 
poured into the legations had been from 
the wall? separating the two cities. 
These facts evidently were communi- 
cated to General Chaffee and the othpr 
commanding officers of the allies. Real- 
izing these obstacles, it appears the al- 
lies decided to attack the city by the 
east gate. 
There are four entrances to 


the city on the east, two leading to the 
Chinese city and two to tae Tartar city. 
Just which of these was selected as the 
attacking point, Consul Fowler's dis- 
patch rloea not disclose. 


• Contrary to the press reports of Fri- 


• 6a.y, Consul Fowler's dispatch shows 
that the attack on the city met with 
strong resistance. 
The Japanese force 


engaged with the advance, according to 
the understanding of the officials here, 
numbered 10,000 men, so that the loss 
Buffered by them was over 1 percent. No 
mention is made of the forces of the 
other armies, but it is presumed that it 
•was la porportion to that suffered by the 
Japanese. 


The president was overjoyed on hear- 


ing the news of the safety of Minister 
Conger and hlfl associates. He has been 
hopeful all along that their rescue from 
the perilous position in which they have 
been for so long a time would be suc- 
cessfully accomplis-hed. 


Nothing has come to the war depart- 


ment directly from General Chaffiee, but 
the adjutant genera's office is mo- 
mentarily expecting advices. 
The offi- 


cials were on han,d during the evening 
and waited until a late hour before leav- 
ing for home without receiving any dis- 
patches. 


A cabinet official says that unques- 


tionably the native Christians in China, 
•aid to number several thousands, will 
t>» included in any arrangement made 
between this government and China in- 
cident to the cessation of hostilities. At 
the present stage of the Chinese situa- 
tion this subject has not been discussed 
•eriously by th« cabinet, but there IB no 
doubj^ according to this member, that 
the Unite4 States is honor bound to pro- 
tect them and will sacredly look out for 
their security. 


"Wha/t will be done with them?" he 


nraa asked. 


"That ha» not t>een decided, but rest 


assured that in their disposition the 
fconor of the United States will be fully 
preserved. It may be arranged for them 
to 'go to the PnlUppinee or one of many 
other plans that are available may be 
adopted." 


It also was sitated that while the matter 


hfts not been formally considered, the 
Indemnity to be collected by the United 
States will be not only for the families 
of the victims, but also probably to com- 
pensate this government for the ex- 
pense it has been put to in prosecuting 
the campaign. "It has not been a heavy 
expense, compared to the Spanish war," 
he said, "but it will be sufficient, together 
with the indemnity to the families of 
missionaries and other victims and for 
•U loss to property of the United States 
g</vemm«nt W of American citizens, to 
make It a v«./«Mious matter financially 


- China."

cent. It was expected that General 
Tung Fun Slang would follow after the 
arrival of the allies. All the palacs 
treasures were sewt to Hslan Fu.

the London morning papers. 


The Mornine1 Post, which is the only 


paper printing the Chefoo message, says: 
Today la not only a day of national re- 
joicing, it is also a day of congratula- 
tion for all the power* of the world. 


Proceeding to discusn the probabilltlea 


of a cessation of hostilities, The Morning 
Post assumes that the United States are 
willing to abandon any ld«a of further 
aggressive action, but it questions the 
disposition of Germany and tha other 
powers to agree to such a course. 


Germany, beyond any doubt, ia pre- 


paring everything for an autumn and 
winter campaign In China, One striking 
evidence of this is the fact that a slow 
steamer has been chartered for Decem- 
ber to carry to China material for a 60- 
mile field railroad. 


The other papers comment guardedly 


upon the general situation, owing to the 
lack of definite news when the editorials 
were written. Most of them advocate 
a stern inquisition regarding outrages 
and the punishment of the leaders, even 
If they have to be pursued all over China, 


The Daily Graphic, in a paragraph ap- 


parently inepired, says there is no reason 
to believe thg.t any of the powers will 
repudiate the previous understanding 
to respect the integrity of the empire 
and the dynasty, adding that the pro- 
posal to land a British force at Shang- 
hai originated not with the British gov- 
ernment, but with th« 'Chinese, who at 
the same time urged that tills should 
not be done if likely to lead to interna- 
tional complications. 


The Chinese minister at Tokio, Li Shen 


Toh, has telegraphed Li Hung Chang, 
according to a dispatch to The Times 
from Shanghai, that Japan is willing to 
use her good offices to beha-lf of the Em- 
press Dowager and Emperor Kwang Su, 
but is determined to prevent the escap 
of Prince Tuan; of Kang Yi, president 
of the board of war; of Hsu Tung-, guard- 
ian of the heir apparent, and of Chao 
Shu Chiao, commisslojn.er of the railway 
and mining bureaus. 


"Li Hung Chang," the dispatch con- 


tinues, "has received instructions from 
the throne to ask Russia if she is willing 
to assist China to arrive at a peaceful 
settlement, and to give assurances that 
she has. no intention of annexing any part 
of Manchuria. If the reply is favorable, 
Earl Li has ordfers tc negotiate without 
delay. 
Simultaneously, tha military 


governor of Manchuria will be directed 
to cease hostilities." 


SPECULATION AT LOW EBB, 


Trade Quiet In the East, but Expanding In the 


Leading Western Centers. 


New York, Aug. 18.—-Bradstreet's says: 


Among the favorable features reported 
to Bradstreet's this week are advices of 
further expansion in fail trade distribu- 
tion at leading western centers, with 
relatively best buying proceeding from 
those sections of the southwest which 
have profited by good crops, a rather bet- 
ter distribution by dry goods jobbers at 
the east, a firmer tone and a perceptible 
growth in confidence, accompanied by 
heavy buying in some classes of steel 
and iron, and a disposition to believe that 
an average wheat crop and much more 
than an average corn and oats crop are 
assured. 
Steady increases in current 


gross railway earnings over a year ago, 
and an exceptionally favorable net earn- 
ings report for the first half of the year 
are additional encouraging features. 


The list of unfavorable elements In the 


trade situation la at best a negative one, 
the approach of a presidential campaign, 
though less effective than usual in thia 
respect, the backward demand for spring 
woolens and the slow demand for tha 
raw material, the restriction In produc- 
tion of some mages of cotton good®, the 
dullness in building materials, notably 
lumber, and the backward inquiry for 
boots and shoes at the east being among 
these. 


Speculation in nearly all lines, and es- 


pecially in food products, is at alow ebb, 
and what price changes are noted are 
mainly because of this, though weather 
and crop conditions have played some 
part in wheat, corn and cotton re- 
epectively. 
The money market as a 


whole is still easy. At the east trade 
is still quiet as a whole. 
"Wool is now 


back about where it was a year ago, in 
the meanwhile reaching 25 percent high- 
er. 
Cotton, on the other hand, is 4 


cents per pound higher, while cotton 
goods are generally only fractionally 
higher, and print cloths are pmctically 
unchanged.

Wbrk done so far, ankl those who have 
had occasion to notice especially the 
class of boofes to which boys and girls 
are most likely to turn when undirect- 
ed, must have been impressed by the 
woeful misdirection of interest. "Watch 
for a Saturday afternoon the sales of 
the"Daredevil Dick" anld "Child Harold 
Detective" library scries- of pamphlets, 
miscalled books. 
And consider the 


number of those who have already ap- 
plied for club badges and shown that 
they ha4 never read five books worthy 
of the .utprwal of the ones in charge. 
Nothing so very harmful about the read 
ing matter indicated, except that it 
gives a false idea of books, and de- 


• velops a perverted taste for what is 
believed to be good. But when! it is 
considered that it is in the period of 
early youth that the direction of one's 
reading interests for life is most easily 
fixed, this "harmlessnees" assumes a 
new meaning. Many idiots are "harm- 
less."

But it is a pro-position which, 
though at first it may seem unwelcome 
to some, commends itself to the think- 
ing public, which has seen with regret 
the degeneration of the day from its 
originlal high purpose to the plane of 
the ordinary holiday, given up to 
merry making and general hilarity. 


That this change should have come 


is not altogether strange. As the civil 
war, which gave rise to the observances 
of the day, recedes- further and further 
into history the memories of that mo- 
mentous struggle are less keen, except 
inl the case of those who took part 
therein, to whom it must always seem 
as but yesterday. 
But the ranks of 


thcie ar» fast thinning, and the suc- 
ceeding gererations cannot feel as they 
do, because it was not for them to do 
and dare ania suffer as they did. 


With no lack of respect for the living 


and reverence for the dead of the brave 
army whose record from '61 to '65 time 
can never blot out, those who have 
come up on the s-cente of action since 
that day regard Memorial day largely 
as one 'of the play-days of the year, 
anld the tendency to so regard it grows 
and will continue to grow with the 
passing of the years. This tendency is 
regretted by th'ose who attach to the 
day all of its early significance and 
sacredness, andwhileprotests have been 
many they have usually been! in vain. 
Last year the Grand Army of Pittsfield 
started an agitation which resulted in 
changing the date of the county high 
school athletic field day from Memo- 
rial day to another, but it is needless 
to state that the success of this agita- 
tion was an exceptionl instead 'of the 
rule. 


That so many of the features of the 


day, as now observed by a large pro- 
portion of the people, are out of keep- 
ing with its original purpos-e and mean- 
ing is the reason of the proposition to 
chanlge it to Sunday, which would in- 
sure that quiet and peacefulness which 
those who enter fully into the spirit of 
the occasion so greatly desire. The 
commemoration of brave deeds- and the 
paying of tribute to those who success 
fully defended this country in the hour 
of its gravest peril are not inappropri- 
ate to Sunday. 


If this change, which is to be con- 


sidered at the next national encamp- 
ment of the Grand Army, is made it 
will go far toward rest-ring Memorial 
day to its original sacredntess, and for 
this reason it is safe to predict that the 
change will come, if riot this year, at 
least not many years hence. It would 
take from the people one of their holi- 
days', "of which there are none too many, 
but this could be easily remedied by 
the creation of anbther in a country 
that has in its history so many glorious 
things to commemorate.

Fruit growers -throughout New Jer- 


esy and to a great extent all over the 
iUnited States will be interested in the 
.result of the recent trip, covering a 
period of ten weeks, made by Professor 
John B. Smith, the state entomologist 
connected with the New Jersey experi- 
ruent station in New Brunswick. 


Professor Smith went abroad as a 


representative of the state. His first 
object was to ascertain the workings 
of the quarantine and exclusion laws 
against American fruits, all fruits be- 
ing regulated by these laws except in 
England, and to see if It was not possi- 
ble to so handle the fruits there that 
they would pass these restrictions, says 
the New York Journal. The second 
object was to see if there were any 
methods of handling and controlling 
insects on the continent In advance of 
those In America. The professor was 
sucessful in both objects. 


With regard to the fruits In France 


he learned that it would be impossible 
for American fruits to be got Into 
that country successfully. The French 
officials do not discriminate, and they 
have an idea that all American fruits 
should be tabooed. If the fruit is 
forced through, there is so much red 
tape about It that the fruit is spoiled 
before it reaches the hands of the con- 
sumer. The only way fruit from the

United States caa be entered there ' 
with any degree of success Is by some

which the coyotes are breeding, and 
letters from Nebraska and Kansas in- 
dicate that hundreds will be on the 
ground from neighboring states. Many 
Wyoming people are already on the 
ground. The range of sand hills men- 
tioned breaks a monotonously level 
prairie, or plain, near the state line be- 
tween Colorado and Nebraska, and it 
is here that the little animals breed by 
thousands every year. 


Twelve years ago when one of these 


big wolf hunts became interstate and 
almost national in its character, on ac- 
count of the hundreds of hunters who 
attended from ail parts of the country, 
It was believed that the coyote was a 
thing of t)te past, because so many 
of the animals had been slaughtered. 
Eighteen, hundred were killed at this 
time, but the rate of mortality appears 


I to have no appreciable effect upon the 


prolific coyote. While the cowboys do 


i not fear them, Instances have been 


known'in the past where the children, 
of ranchmen have been attacked and 
narrowly escaped death. One particu- 
lar case depicts a little girl venturing 
a few yards from the house just at 
dusk and an attack from coyotes. She 
Is still alive, but horribly scarred from 
the mutilations received in the attack 
tpon her. 


The citizens of the various stock 


towns in the coyote infested section 
are preparing to have a day fixed for 
C(ne big round up of tbe entire three 
counties representing the territory that 
has suffered so severely as a result of 
the depredations of the animal. If this 
Is done the big hunt will present some 
Interesting features. The three coun- 
ties represent a territory something 
like 80 miles square. Yuma is the lar- 
gest of the three, and Yuma and Wash- 
ington counties have suffered most 
from the ravages of the omnivorous 
beasts.

The whistle at the new alcohol works 


in Stamford sounded for the firs: time 
Friday noon and informed the public 
that this new industry had begun! 
business. 
A short discription of the 


process by which tha wood is trans- 
formed into charcoal, aratate of lime 
and wood alcohol, may be of interest to 
the public, 


The wood is first placed in large 


kilns, or retorts, of which there are 16, 
holding 12 cords of wood in all. As t-e 
wood 
turrJs to charcoal tha vapor 


passes into condensers where It is made 
IA':O a liquid and pumped into storage 
tanks. The charcoal, which is the first 
finished product, is taken from the re- 
torts1 and after cooling is sacked ready 
for the market. This has already be- 
come a necessity in manly families and 
is also used in other ways. 


From the storage tanks the acid goes 


to the still where the tar is separated. 
It then goes to the mixin" tank and 
back to the still. The acid is now al- 
cohol and acetate of lim which are here 
separated, the distilling being done 
by a steam process. Thei lime goes to 
ari evaporating pan and_ is then ready 
for market. The process of making al- 
cohol is completed in the still and it is 
drawn out and stored ready for ship- 
ment. 


The works start with a force of about 


12 men part of them work days and 
part nights. The process being such 
that the fires must be kept burning conl- 
tinually^ The men employed in the 
works are only a. part of the number 
which will receive employment, how- 
evelr, either directly 
or 
indirectly, 


from this industry. The 
Stamford 


Chemical company controls about 10,000 
acres of wood larU and will employ 
many hands in getting the wood from 
these lots. They will, however, pur- 
chase large quantities of wood each 
year and are now ready to contract 
for almost any amount to be delivered 
next winter. Inl this way many farm- 
ers will not only have winter's work 
but many of them will hire several 
extra men each winter. 


The riew firm is to be congratulated 


upon the bright prospect they have for 
the- future, and the townl of Stamford 
in securing BO valuable an addition to 
its industries. 


Six operators are now emriToived at 


the telephone exchange, dnd twoi more 
will be added to the- force at an early 
day. The. business is increasing so 
rapidly that the present force cannot 
handle it properly at all times, which 
has caused some complaint of late, but 
which will soon be remedied. The 
average number of calls answered is 
about 7000 every 24 hours, and there 
are from 700 to 800 switching calls a 
day., this meaning calls sent in from 
othertowns intheregion for connection 
with New York and . other 
loniET-dis- 


bance points The .office'will soon have 
the use of four jnora..wires to New 
York, and the plans; are being made to 
accommodate all the business 
that 


comes end to do it well. 


There have lately been a number of 


changes in the operating force, but the 
new operators are working hard to 
keep the work of the exchange run- 
ning smoothly, and when 
the 
new 


wires are in and more operators are 
needed the exchange will be one of the 
largest, best equipped and most effic- 
ient in Western Massachusetts. 


Manager Stedman has been in charge 


of the axcha.nge for nearly 20 years, 
and with one exception he is the old- 
est, in the employment of tho New 
England Tele-phone company. He took 
charge of the exchange what it was 
a very isma.ll affair, in comDa.Hson 
with what it is today. It was Then 
located in the third story of the Ad- 
ams na.tifm.al bank building, and only 
:wo operators were employed. Some 
ears later tho fire alarm system, was 
put in, and of this Mr. Stedman has 
had charge from the start. In con- 
nection with his other duties he now 
has the police telegraph 
system 
to 


look after, so his position is much 
more important and responsible than 
it was when he first took charge of the 
exchanao.
